Vegetables ;ind fruits will dry bet- 


ter if sliced. 
They should be cut Into 


slices one-eiEhU' to one-fourtli of an 
inch thicU. 
It thicker, they may not 
dry thoroughly. 
While drying, the 
products should be turned or stirred 
from time to time. 
Dried products 
should 
be 
packed 
temporarily for 


threo or four days and poured each 
day from one box to another to bring 
about thorough mixing, and so that 
the whole mass will have a. uniform 
degree of moisture. 
If during this 
'conditioning'' any pieces of the prod- 
ucts are found to bo too moist, they 
should bo returned to the trays and 
dried further. 
\Vhen 
in 
condition, 
the products may be packed perma- 
nently in tight paper bags, insect- 
proof paper boxes or cartons, or glass 
or tin containers.

Spinach tha.t is in prime condition 
for greens should he prepared by care- 
ful washing and removing the leaves 
from the roots.
